Supervisor Pete Schaba- 
rum has initiated action 
aimed at clamping down on for 
the current almost free flow 
of birth certificates and 
other vital records w'hich, 
many times are .used for 
phoney purposes. 

Some controls were imple¬ 
mented last year after Scha- 
barum disclosed that fradu- 
lently obtained vital records 
were being used for false 
identification purposes. 

However, leaks still exist, 
he says, and new measures 
are needed to stop them 
e.specially in the use of 
fradulently obtained birth 
certificates to obtain welfare 
or falsely gain citizenship 
status. 

“Tn.e Department of Public 
Social Services,” says Scha- 
ba.nim, “reports in.=tanccs of 
the use of counterfeit birth 
certificates to est a b 1 i s h 
legality or residence and 
citizenship or to create or in- 
crea.sie the size of a family 
for welfare pairposes.” 

The number of families 
receiving public assistance ' 
thraugh the use of fradulent 
vital records is unknown to 
the w^elfare department, .says 
Sciiabaiiim. but they guess 
it is sizeable. 

And Immigration and Na 
tiiralization Services official,- 
have reported that many il¬ 
legal aliens taken into cus¬ 
tody have been carryi.ng 
false birth certificates or 
baptismal certificates. 

Eeca.u.se present pro c e - 
dures for controlling the is¬ 
suance of vital records de¬ 
pends on state law, Scha- 
•barum says more effective 
seourity mea.suaes m-ust be 
developed “through what - 
ever administrative or legis¬ 
lative remedies are re¬ 
quired.”

Medical Alert Center (MAC) 


To Operate On 24-Hour Basis For All 
Major Fires, Accidents or Disasters 

A Medical Alert Center (MAC) has been established 
by the Department of Health Services to serve as the 
coordinating arm of a 24-hour emergency mobilization 
system. Supervisor Baxter 
Ward- announced today. 

In the event of a major 
fire, acxident or other dis- 
a.ster anywhere in Los An¬ 
geles County, the Medical 
Alert Center will dispatch 
hospital - based emergency 
triage teams to coordinate 
the on-tho-sceno medical ac¬ 
tivities. 

These medical triage 
teams are composed of phy¬ 
sicians representing major 
specialties, nurses ;md phy¬ 
sician a.s.si.stants, accdjdin.g 
to Dr. Ridhard S. Scott, sup- 
ervi.sor of the Medical Alert 
Center. 

Teams are based at LAC/ 
use Medical Center, Harbor 
General Hospital, Ma r t i n 
Luther King, Jr. General 
Hospital, UCLA and Sepul- 
VTeda VA Hospital. 

Triage is a French word 
meaning to “sort out.” Ap¬ 
plied to a medical emer¬ 
gency, it is a- system of as¬ 
signing priorities of treat¬ 
ment. 

"The Medical Alert Center 
is the first of its kind in 
California,” Dr. Scott said'. 

“For the first time we have 
a .single phbne num b e r 
which any safety agency 
can call for area-wide emer¬ 
gency response coordina - 
tion.” 

The MAC number has 
been given to law enforce¬ 
ment agencies, fire depart- 
meints, hospitals and public 
safety agencies with medical 
responsibilities. It is nevt. 
however, for u.se by the gen¬ 
eral public. 

MAC is located' in and 
staffed by the Dej^artment 
of Emergency Metlicine at 
the LAC/USC Medical Cen¬ 
ter. The center is .staffed' 
arxund the clock by corps- 
men and physicia.ns assist¬ 
ants trained in evaluating 
(Mnergcni.y situat i o r s. .'\ 
pliysician is only .seconds 
away a' all times to take 
ciiarge of the center if a 
major incident occurs. 

M.-\C’.- principal function 
will be to m.-ike an immecli- 
ate delerrmnatio.o of what 
triage teams or other na- 
.'source should be .sent to a 


disa.ster scene and to co¬ 
ordinate the contl n ;u i n g 
emergency response. 

Once a triage team has ar¬ 
rived at the scene, it will 
remain in clo.so contact with 
the Medical Alert Center to 
advi.se on wha.t is needed in 
terms of physicians, sup¬ 
plies, tran.sportatio,n and 
hospital 'beds. 

At the same time MAC 
would l>o .notifying the Hos¬ 
pital Council of Southern 
California to activate its 
emergency system placing 
hospitals on alert. 

The diredien given by the 
triage teams will strengthen 
the effectiveness of the para¬ 
medics resp<md'ing to the 
emergency, said Stan Grant, 
administrator. Emerge n c y 
Medical Systems. 

Ho called the Alert Cen¬ 
ter and triage teams a criti¬ 
cal link In the rescue role by 
police aod fire personnel be¬ 
cause of the meid'ical judg¬ 
ment a n d skills being 
brought to the situation. 

The Alert Center will focus 
on pulling together the re¬ 
sources of the county, other 
government agencies, and' 
physicians from the private 
.sector, if neces.sa.ry, to ef¬ 
fectively resolve tJie emer¬ 
gency. 

Establishm e n t of the 
Medical Alert Center is part 
of the effort by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Servitx's 
Division of Emergency Me<ii- 
cal Sy.stems to improve the 
duality of emergency care 
throughout the county.

George Wallace, Governor of Alabama and leading in 
the Gallup j)oll for ttie 197(G nomination for President on 
tiio Democratic ticket said over national television that 
the Democrats in the Congress and government, the news 
media and the stompers in the “streets” lost the war in 
South Viet Nam.

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject.

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver's license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is nof a narcotic, docs not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Rese&TCh b 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological cUccls. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-iasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive ft 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users arc usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
c.xcept in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doseS can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough'money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100,00 per day).

“Even though the son was self sujiporting and had 
not livc'd at home for over two years, the father was 
lx)und by the current law to pay for the services and has 
been paying on the large hill for over two years. 

“Many children liave lo contribute to tlie sujijiort 
of parents even if the jiarent is able to work, but dix'sn't. 
Legal adults have to be accountable for their own actions 
and not 'pass the buck.’ 

“VVe have to get this tyjK- of law — that jiunishes 
fX'oplo for being resjtonsihlo, hard working citizens — off 
the b(K)ks,” Richardson said.
